We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general-purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Antrim,  New  Hampshire  as  of 
and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1998.  These  general-purpose  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of 
management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general-purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our 
audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  standards  require  that  we 
plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general-purpose  financial  statements  are 
free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and 
disclosures  in  the  general-purpose  fmancial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used 
and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  general-purpose  financial  statement 
presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  general-puipose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  which 
should  be  included  in  order  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  As  is  the  case  with  most 
municipal  entities  m  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Town  of  Antrim,  New  Hampshire  has  not  maintained  histoncal 
cost  records  of  its  fixed  assets.  The  amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  is  not 
known. 

Governmental  Accounting  Standards  Board  Technical  bulletin  98-1,  Disclosures  about  Year  2000  Issues,  requires 
disclosures  of  certam  matters  regarding  the  year  2000  issue.  The  Town  of  Antrim  has  included  such  disclosures  in  the 
Notes  to  Financial  Statements.  Because  of  the  unprecedented  nature  of  the  year  2000  issue,  its  effects  and  the  success 
of  related  remediation  efforts  will  not  be  fully  determinable  until  the  year  2000  and  thereafter.  Accordingly, 
insufficient  audit  evidence  exists  to  support  the  Town's  disclosures  with  respect  to  the  year  2000  issue.  Further,  we  do 
not  provide  assurance  that  the  Town  of  Antrim  is  or  will  be  year  2000  ready,  that  the  Town  of  Antrim's  remediation 
efforts  will  be  successful  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  that  parties  with  which  the  Town  of  Antrim  does  business  will  be  year 
2000  ready. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omission  described  in  the  preceding  paragraphs, 
the  general-purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position 
of  the  Town  of  Antrim,  New  Hampshire,  as  of  December  31,  1998,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  the  cash  flows 
of  its  nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then  ended  in  confomiity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general-purpose  fmancial  statements  taken  as  a 
whole.  The  combmmg  and  individual  fund  fmancial  statements  and  schedules  Usted  in  the  table  of  contents  are 
presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general-purpose  fmancial  statements  of 
the  Town  of  Antrim,  New  Hampshire.  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the 
audit  of  the  general-purpose  fmancial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  presented  in  all  material  respects  in 
relation  to  the  general-purpose  fmancial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

FOR  THE  YEAR  1999 


We  have,  once  again,  completed  a  busy  year.  The  March  elections  saw  the  election  of  Eric 
Tenney  who  replaced  Carol  Cote  as  Selectman.  Many  of  you  know  Eric  and  the  fact  that  he  has 
represented  you  before  as  a  selectman  in  the  late  1 970's. 

The  Board  completed  several  projects  this  year  including: 

•  putting  the  Gregg  Lake  Dam  repairs  out  to  bid,  selecting  a  contractor  and  completion  of 
repairs; 

•  removal  of  the  1 ,000  gallon  underground  fuel  oil  tank  at  the  fire  station  #1 ; 

•  creation  of  an  Economic  Development  Advisory  Council,  members  include  Bob  Edwards, 
Paul  Boule,  David  Essex,  Rick  Davis,  Selectman  Tim  Seeger,  and  non-voting  member  John 
Vance,  Sr.; 

•  hiring  a  Building  Agent  to  do  minor  repairs  and  custodial  work  on  town  buildings; 

•  putting  the  assessing  services  of  the  Town  out  to  bid  and  selecting  Jeffrey  Earls  from  Earls 
and  Associates  to  provide  this  service; 

•  application  and  subsequent  approval  of  a  NH  Department  of  Environmental  Services  permit 
to  bring  beach  sand  in  to  replenish  sand  at  the  Town  Beach  (sand  will  be  replenished  in 
Spring  2000); 

•  appointment  of  a  Public  Safety  Committee  (Police  Chief,  Fire  Chief  and  Ambulance  Captain) 
to  review  safety  issues  surrounding  like  and  like-sounding  street  names; 

•  application  and  approval  of  a  grant  for  Yi  the  cost  of  a  bullet  proof  vest  through  the  US 
Department  of  Justice. 

We  want  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  job  done  by  Arvilla  Lang  who  retired  from 
Antrim  Recycling  &  Transfer  Station  (A.R.T.S.)  this  year  and  to  welcome  her  replacement  William 
Matthews.  We  also  want  to  thank  Michelle  Hautanen,  who  resigned  from  the  Selectmen's  office 
to  complete  her  teaching  degree  at  Keene  State  College,  for  three  years  of  dedication  and 
professionalism.  Sherry  Miller  will  be  taking  Michelle's  place  in  the  Selectmen's  Office  and  the 
Town  will  be  looking  for  a  part-time  Landuse  Secretary. 

During  1999  our  department  heads  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  preparing  for  Y2K 
contingencies.  We  are  glad  the  new  year  came  without  any  major  glitches  and  we  have  a 
comprehensive  plan  to  use  in  the  event  of  any  major  emergency. 

We  hope  that  the  year  2000  is  a  prosperous  one  for  our  constituents  and  the  community  as  a 
whole.

OUR  OPERATING  BUDGETS.  THIS  WILL  FINALLY  ALLOW  US  TO 
ACCUMULATE  SOME  RESERVES  TO  FURTHER  IMPROVE  THE  WATER  AND 
SEWER  SYSTEMS.  THE  EFFECTS  OF  OUR  RATE  INCREASE  IN  SEWER  HAVE 
ALSO  CONTRIBUTED  TO  OUR  ABILITY  TO  FINALLY  ADD  AN  ADDITIONAL

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LIBRARY  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT,  JAMES  A.  TUHLE  LIBRARY,  1999. 

During  1999  the  library  has  continued  to  grow  and  add  new  services,  in  part  due  to  the 
generous  donations  of  time,  nnoney  ,  and  books  and  other  items  by  our  patrons,  and  there 
have  been  hundreds  of  donations  of  books,  videos,  CDs  and  audiotapes.  Our  collection  grew 
by  1 ,227  items,  568  of  which  were  gifts.  Many  of  our  acquisitions  continue  to  be  in  response  to 
patron  requests.  We  acquired  667  books,  323  children's  books,  71  books  on  tape,  31  compact 
discs  and  1 70  videos. 

We  circulated  21 ,737  items  and  were  visited  by  classes  from  Antrim  Elementary  School,  Teddy 
Bear  Nursery,  and  Old  Pound  School  96  times.  Janet  Gagnon,  Cherryl  Boucher,  Mary  Payne, 
Shelly  Gardner,  Janet  McEwen,  Frances  Olsborg  and  our  staff  read  to  each  of  these  classes  or 
conducted  Preschool  Storytime  every  Friday  morning. 

Internet  access,  provided  free  of  charge  by  ConkNet,  a  subsidiary  of  MCT  Telecom  has  been 
used  by  295  patrons  during  1999.  1 78  new  patrons  were  registered;  they  and  other  patrons 
borrowed  330  items  (30  from  out-of-state)  from  other  libraries  and  we  lent  55  items  in  return. 

Project  Lift,  Overeaters  Anonymous,  the  Antrim  Historical  Society  and  the  Knitter's  Guild 
continue  to  use  the  library's  meeting  space  for  regular  meetings,  and  in  1999  the  Antrim  Celtic 
Celebration  Committee  also  held  its  meetings  here.  Our  meeting  space  is  available  for  any 
community  group  which  wishes  to  use  it.  The  Antrim  Historical  Society  has  also  mounted  several 
exhibits  pertaining  to  historic  and  contemporary  Antrim. 

Ongoing  activities  included:  the  monthly  theme  book  displays  including:  "Late  Greats", 
"Hunr>or",  "Great  Summer  Reading",  "The  Celts,"  etc.;  our  "Adopt-A-Classic"  program  (v«/hich 
added  new  items  to  our  collection);  a  continuing  book  sale;  the  rotating  video  collection  from 
the  Nubanusit  Library  Coop;  Preschool  Storytime  (now  every  week);  and  participation  in  a  tax 
aid  program  sponsored  by  AARP.  The  library  offers  patrons  access  to  reproducible  Federal  tax 
forms.  This  book  contains  most  tax  forms  and  may  be  photocopied  and  used  to  file  Federal 
income  tax  returns.  Library  staff  continues  to  work  with  the  Historical  Society  answering 
questions  from  the  public  on  tovy^i  history  and  geneology,  as  well  as  vv«Drkir>g  with  them  and  the 
7th  grade  students  and  teachers  at  Great  Brook  School  on  a  town  history  unit. 
Library  staff  instituted  a  monthly  book  pickup  and  delivery  service  to  residents  of  Antrim 
Village. 

The  Library  continues  to  sponsor  other  programs,  which  in  1999  included:  The  Summer  Reading 
Program,  "Once  Upon  a  Summer  Reading"  which  attracted  36  children  and  adults  and 
included  3  Storytimes  and  craft  programs  led  by  Penny  Welch  and  Trustees  Lyman  Gilmore  and 
Sharon  Dowling,  as  well  as  Janet  McEwen  and  Shelly  Gardner.  The  Program  was  kicked  off  by 
a  performance  by  master  storyteller  Odds  Bodkin  (co-sponsored  by  the  Grapevine  and 
Fulcrum  Associates),  and  ending  with  a  party  marking  the  succesful  completion  of  the 
program  which  featured  a  performance  by  storyteller  Jill  Craig  (co-sponsored  by  Fulcrum 
Associates).  Other  exciting  programs  were:  the  "Bear  Read-In"  in  February,  the  "Women's 
History  Month  Challenge"  in  March,  the  "Poetry  Challenge"  in  April,  "The  Amazing  Worid  of 
Bats"  (which  included  a  presentation  at  Antrim  Elementary  School  and  also  was  partially 
funded  by  Fulcrum  Associates),  Storytime  at  the  Beach,  "The  Night  Sky"  [a  travelling  program 
from  the  Museum  of  Science  in  Boston),  and  a  slide  show  on  Scotland  in  September.  In 
October,  the  fibrary  hosted  some  of  the  workshops  and  lectures  for  the  Antrim  Celtic 
Celebration  and  we  held  the  Library  Book  Sale  on  the  same  doy,  organized  by  Kim  Pfeil.  Also 
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in  October.  Diane  Chauncey  of  Chauncey  Farm  donated  mini  pumpkins  to  distribute  to 
presctioolers  at  Storytime.  In  December  \he  Trustees  of  fhte  Likxary  (assisted  by  th>e  Friends  of 
ttie  Library)  sponsored  ttie  First  Annual  Holiday  House  Tour  wtiose  proceeds  went  to  benefit  ttie 
Library's  Building  Fund  for  the  proposed  expansion.  Also  in  December ,  Junior  Girl  Scout  Troop 
2172  decorated  the  interior  for  the  holidays  and  presented  a  "Holiday  Storytime"  for 
preschoolers.  Eric  Tenney  of  Tenney  Farm  donated  a  wreath  for  the  front  door,  Adam  Jones 
decorated  the  outside  of  the  building,  and  Mary  Payne  donated  a  boxwood  Christmas  tree. 

The  Saul  O.  Sidore  Memorial  Foundation  awarded  the  Rebecca  Lee  Spitz  grant  to  the  Antrim 
and  Bennington  Libraries  in  order  to  purchase  the  software  and  some  of  the  hardware  required 
to  begin  automation  of  circulation  and  ultimately  the  card  catalog.  The  hardware  and 
software  have  been  purchased  and  installed  and  the  process  is  well  underway,  but  it  will  take 
several  years  to  complete.  Library  staff  are  currently  researching  additional  sources  of  funding 
to  complete  the  process. 

Library  staff,  the  Trustees,  and  Friends  of  the  Ubrary  are  currently  working  on  Building  Fund 
fund-raising  efforts  for  the  year  2000. 

We  appreciate  the  continuing  support  for  the  library  of  the  p>eople  of  Antrim.  Library  staff  and 
Trustees  are  committed  to  continuing  the  Tuttte  Library's  long  tradition  of  excellence  in  service 
and  community  involvement.

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LIBRARY  TRUSTEES  REPORT 


In  1999  the  Turtle  Library  maintained  its  focus  as  an  integral  part  of  the  Antrim  Community.  The 
Trustees  continued  to  address  the  issues  of  building  maintenance  and  safety,  while  keeping  expansion 
hopes  and  plans  on  the  front  burner.  The  most  obvious  results  included  the  interior  painting  of  the  library, 
and,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  a  leasing  of  the  Aiken  Bam  property  for  a  drive 
through  and  parking  area. 

The  library  provided  a  variety  of  enthusiastically  received  programs,  from  bats  to  wizards,  and  hosted  a 
number  of  workshops  for  the  Celtic  Celebration.  The  Historical  Society  continued  to  use  the  upstairs 
room  for  popular  displays  of  art  and  artifacts.  Local  school  children  were  welcomed  on  a  regular  basis  for 
stories,  book  selection  and  help  with  library  skills  and  research.  Use  of  the  public  access  computer  has 
remained  increasingly  popular. 

The  onerous  task  of  completing  the  inventory  of  library  resources  was  successfully  accomplished  by 
library  staff  in  preparation  for  automating  library  services.  A  new  computer  was  purchased  for  use  in 
automated  circulation  tasks. 

The  Trustees  have  continued  to  work  on  policy  and  personnel  procedures,  and  have  supported  the 
beginnings  of  a  Building  Expansion  Fund  Drive  with  the  help  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library.  The  Trustees 
have  presented  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  a  Warrant  Article  to  purchase  the  Aiken  Bam  property  for  the 
town  in  hopes  of  expediting  the  progress  of  those  building  expansion  plans.

ANTRIM  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Antrim  Planning  Board  and  the  Southwest  Region  Planning  Commission 
began  the  task  of  updating  our  Master  Plan  after  approval  of  the  budget  at  the  Town 
Meeting.  Drafts  of  several  sections  have  been  prepared  and  will  be  reviewed  soon.  We 
expect  to  complete  and  review  the  remaining  sections,  in  preparation  for  the  required 
public  hearing,  in  April. 

On  June  25  and  26,  Antrim  hosted  a  PlanNH  charette,  a  planning  event  endorsed 
by  the  Planning  Board  and  coordinated  by  the  Antrim  Arts  &  Business  Council.  During 
the  charette,  or  brainstorming  session,  around  1 5  professional  planners,  architects,  and 
landscape  designers  met  with  townspeople  to  envision  improvements  to  the  Chicago 
Cutlery  (Goodell)  complex  and  Main  Street.  The  charette  team  produced  three  plans, 
complete  with  architectural  drawings  and  budget  estimates,  which  will  be  published  in  a 
report  to  arrive  early  in  2000.  The  Goodell  owners  say  they  intend  to  use  the  plans  as  a 
starting  point  for  future  development,  and  the  Economic  Development  Advisory 
Committee  will  evaluate  applying  to  the  Department  of  Transportation  to  have  the  Main 
Street  improvement  added  to  the  state's  10-year  plan. 

Commercial  activity  in  Antrim  has  expanded  substantially  during  1999.  All  but 
one  of  the  former  Chicago  Cutlery  (Goodell)  buildings,  including  the  expanded  building 
being  used  by  Frameworks.  Are  in  use  by  business  enterprises. 

During  the  year  the  Planning  Board  processed  8  Site  Plan  Reviews  (for  Change  of 
Use)  and  3  Minor  Subdivisions.  There  were  6  Conceptual  Consultations  to  clarify 
procedural  and  regulatory  requirements  for  prospective  Subdivision  or  Site  Plan  Review 
applicants.  In  addition,  5  Master  Plan  work  sessions  were  held.

The  number  of  permits  issued  for  1999  was  69,  that  is  5  more  than  last  year. 

Please  be  aware  that  Carpenters  and  or  Electricians,  Plumbers  and  General 
Contractors  are  responsible  for  seeing  that  property  owners  have  all  the  required 
permits  before  starting  construction  or  renovation  work. 

A  building  permit  is  required  for  all  -  new  construction,  reconstruction,  additions, 
alterations  to  any  structure,  and  after  state  approval  of  a  Site  Plan  Review  if 
required.  Amendments  to  a  permit  may  be  filed  at  any  time  before  completion  of 
the  work.  Such  amendments  will  become  part  of  the  original  application. 

When  renovations  have  an  estimated  cost  for  material  and  labor  of  under  $1,000, 
a  permit  will  be  issued  at  no  cost  to  the  property  owner.  Successive  work  on  the 
same  building,  separated  by  less  than  one  year  will  be  considered  a  single  activity. 

Failure  to  obtain  the  required  permit  may  result  in  penalties  to  the  property  owner, 
which  may  include  a  fine  of  $100  per  day  for  each  day  in  violation,  as  provided 
by  statute. 

RSA  676:11  Building  Permits  Required.  After  a  municipality  has  adopted  a 
building  code,  any  person  who  intends  to  erect  or  remodel  any  building  in  the 
municipality  shall  submit  the  plans  to  the  building  inspector  for  the  building 
inspector's  examination  and  approval  prior  to  commencement  of  the  planned 
construction.

They  did  some  minor  trail  repairs  and  they  had  a  great  time 
catching  frogs  and  conducting  the  frog  survey.  The  whole  activity  was 
recorded  and  submitted  by  the  Grapevine  to  the  Fleet  All- Star  contest 
and  in  turn  won  3rd  place. 

4)ACC  was  available  to  the  students  at  Great  Brook  School  with  their  ongoing 
project  down  at  Memorial  Park.  The  commission  was  eager  to  accept 
any  suggestions  the  5th  and  6th  grade  students  had  to  offer.  The  students 
surveyed  the  plants  already  growing  there,  did  research  on  native  wetland 
plants  and  then  planned  and  planted  new  plantings  in  the  park.

Everyone  will  remember  1 999  for  its  unusual  weather    Little  snow  and  abundant  ice 
marked  the  winter  months,  while  the  summer  was  dry  with  the  majority  of  the  rain 
holding  off  until  the  fall. 

The  dry  summer  gave  us  ample  opportunity  to  do  our  yearly  maintenance,  which 
included  the  completion  of  rebuilding  Elm  Avenue  and  one  mile  of  Pierce  Lake  Road. 
We  also  crushed  3500  yards  of  gravel  and  stockpiled  4000  yards  of  sand.  Approximately 
25  trees  were  also  taken  down  and  removed  at  this  time. 

Though  the  weather  was  beneficial  to  the  projects  listed  above,  it  made  it  difficult  to 
keep  our  many  gravel  roads  smooth.  To  alleviate  the  problem  we  added  gravel  to 
compact  them,  as  well  as  calcium  to  control  the  dust.  At  the  Fire  Departments  request, 
we  also  added  a  parking  lot  at  one  of  their  stations. 

The  Town  also  needs  to  consider  our  gravel  resources,  which  has  continued  to  concern 
me  as  I  believe  we  need  to  increase  the  amount  removed,  to  stockpile,  thereby  insuring 
that  Antrim  gets  its  fair  share  before  the  supply  is  depleted. 

Finally,  as  we  have  for  the  past  several  years,  we  would  like  to  thank  you  for  your 
support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  TRUST  FUNDS 
DECEMBER  31,  1999 

The  Trustees  continued  their  1998  investment  strategy  during  1999  with  the  Common 
Fund  invested  in  Wright  Blue  Chip  Equity  Fund,  fixed  U.S.  Government  Treasury's  and 
the  U.S.  Treasury  Money  Market  Fund.  The  percentage  in  each  is  approximately  30% 
equity's,  60%  U.S.  Treasury's  and  lOVo  U.S.  Treasury  Money  Market  Fund.  The  Fund  is 
managed  by  Independence  Trust  Company  in  Manchester,  N.H. 

Common  Fund  income  declined  6.97%  net  after  expenses  during  1999  as  compared  with 
net  income  for  1998  while  the  Fund  witnessed  a  3.05%  market  value  decline  over  1998 
performance  to  $545,699.05.  The  actual  dollar  decline  in  market  value  was  $18,179.95. 
Discussions  will  take  place  during  the  first  quarter  of  2000  with  other  investment  firms  to 
review  other  investment  opportunities  to  improve  earnings  and  market  value. 

The  Trustees  received  $100,500.00  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  Capital  Reserve  Funds 
and  $9,700.00  was  withdrawn  from  Capital  Reserve  funds  for  the  Highway  Department's 
new  sweeper.  The  Capital  Reserve  funds  are  invested  with  the  N.H.  Public  Deposit 
Investment  Pool  Money  Market  Fund  and  yielded  5.40%  for  December,  1999  and  on  an 
annualized  basis  at  5.04%.

Flanders  in  accordance  with  a  vote  of  Town  Meeting  in  March  1998.  Our  charge  was  as 
follows  according  to  the  warrant  article:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Moderator  to  appoint  a  seven  member  committee  to  plan  and  oversee  a  town  wide 
celebration  for  the  Millennium.

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Aiken  House  Advisory  Committee  Report 

The  Aiken  House  Advisory  Committee  was  created  by  the 
Selectmen  to  assist  them  with  the  redevelopment  of  the  Aiken 
House  into  a  community  resource  center.  This  project  is  being 
funded  by  a  community  block  grant  awarded  by  the  NH  Office  of 
State  Planning.  Official  members  are  Dave  Penny,  Martha  Pinello, 
Kristin  Vance  and  Ruth  Zwimer.  Consulting  members  are  Bob 
Bernstein  and  Ben  Pratt.  Initially,  the  committee  was  consulted 
during  the  hiring  process  for  a  professional  grant  administrator  and 
an  architect.  Steve  Griffin  of  Municipal  Resources  Inc  and  Tom 
Weller  of  Weller  &  Michael  Architects,  Inc.  filled  these  positions. 
As  the  project  has  moved  from  preliminary  drawings  to  final  bid 
specifications  the  committee  has  worked  closely  with  both  of  them 
to  ensure  that  the  design  specifications  will  meet  the  needs  of  the 
Town  and  the  Grapevine  Community  Center.  The  group's  goal  has 
been  to  create  a  practical,  comfortable  facility  that  will  blend  well 
into  its  Main  Street  neighborhood,  while  remaining  cost  efficient  to 
build  and  operate. 

To  assist  the  architect,  members  and  fiiends  of  the  advisory 
committee  did  some  preliminary  demolition  work  at  the  site.  This 
work  involved  opening  walls  and  ceilings  to  reveal  the  condition  of 
the  structures  framing  and  to  quantify  the  scope  of  the  project.  It 
has  been  a  challenge  to  keep  the  project  within  budget  as  issues 
involving  the  integrity  of  the  existing  structure  have  been  juggled 
with  the  increases  in  construction  costs  involved  with  the  current 
building  client  in  our  region.  The  project  was  moving  along  on 
schedule  until  November,  when  the  Antrim  Fire  Department 
personnel  reviewed  the  final  drawings.  The  Fire  Dept  expressed 
some  major  life  safety  concerns  involved  with  the  existing 
structure.  As  architect  Tom  Weller  began  to  address  these  issues,  a 
budgetary  red  flag  was  raised.  Tom  suggested  that  we  consider 
demolishing  the  existing  building  and  completely  rebuilding  it. 
The  project  was  put  on  hold  until  the  NH  Historic  Resource 
Commission  could  evaluate  this  new  proposal.  That  evaluation 
was  completed  on  February  8,  2000  and  the  committee  was 
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advised  that  the  Historic  Resource  Commission  considered  the 
Aiken  House  to  have  historic  significance  and  the  project  could  not 
proceed  unless  the  basic  timber  frame  of  the  structure  was 
preserved.  Tom  Weller  has  gone  back  to  his  drawing  board  with 
new  information  obtained  during  this  evaluation  process  and  will 
be  completing  his  working  drawings  soon  after  Town  Meeting 
with  a  goal  of  preserving  the  building  at  reasonable  costs. 

One  of  the  areas  we  are  looking  at  is  a  reconfiguration  of  the 
main  (rear)  entrance  to  allow  direct  handicap  access  to  the  first 
floor  of  the  building.  This  will  involve  a  change  to  the  topography 
in  the  area  of  the  existing  ell.  By  vote  of  the  1998  Town  Meeting, 
this  portion  of  the  Aiken  House  lot  was  reserved  for  fixture  Tuttle 
Library  expansion.  An  article  has  been  placed  in  this  years  Town 
Warrant  to  rescind  that  vote.  This  new  article  will  only  be 
considered  if  the  Town  votes  to  purchase  the  adjoining  Aiken  Bam 
property,  which  will  allow  for  more  parking  and  future  Tuttle 
Library  expansion.  The  committee  has  been  working  with  the 
Tuttle  Library  Trustees  and  the  Aiken  Bam  Trust  board  to  facilitate 
the  best  use  of  the  three  adjoining  properties.  A  temporary  lease 
agreement  was  made  between  the  Town  and  The  Aiken  Bam  Trust 
for  use  of  the  Bam  parking  lot  by  Library  staff  and  patrons  to 
minimize  traffic  through  the  constmction  site.  As  a  result,  a 
driveway  has  been  created  between  the  two  properties.  If  all  goes 
well,  it's  expected  that  demolition  of  the  rear  ell  of  the  Aiken 
House  will  take  place  in  early  spring  with  construction  to  follow 
soon  afterwards.

At  the  March  1999  town  meeting,  Warrant  Article  10  was  amended  and  voted  in  the 
affirmative  to  appoint  a  six  member  study  committee  specifically  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  a  report  relative  to  the  complete  upgrade,  repair  and  maintenance  of  the  Antrim 
Town  Hall  Building.  The  Committee  was  appointed  and  has  met  at  various  times 
throughout  1999. 

The  Committee  agreed  that  its  effort  would  require  the  development  of  a  scope  of  work  with 
an  assignment  by  priority.  The  scope  of  work  considered  in  order  of  priority  was  as  follows: 

*  Fire  Safety  concerns  as  expressed  by  the  N.H.  State  Fire  Marshall 

*  Cure  deferred  maintenance  and  complete  building  improvements  necessary 
to  ensure  the  long-term  integrity  of  the  Town  Hall  building. 

*  Improve  the  operating  efficiency  of  the  first  floor  through  improved  space 
planning  for  the  town  office  and  police  department. 

*  Improve  the  buildings  overall  appearance  while  preserving  the  integrity  and 
historic  aesthetics  of  the  building. 

*  Restore  the  second  floor  auditorium  for  the  continued  use  and  enjoyment  by 
the  town's  people  for  both  entertainment  and  non-entertainment  functions. 

The  Committee  has  worked  diligently  since  the  last  town  meeting  in  an  effort  to  present  a 
comprehensive  report  to  the  voters  in  March  2000.  The  effort  required  the  outside  services 
of  John  Jordan,  AIA  of  Hancock  and  Bruce  Armer,  a  construction  consultant  from  Dublin  to 
assist  us  with  our  effort.  They  in  turn  solicited  costs  and  ideas  from  others  in  the 
construction  trade  and  developed  a  cost  estimate  based  on  the  scope  of  work  discussed. 

The  sole  charge  of  the  Committee  was  to  present  to  the  March  2000  town  meeting  a 
thorough  analysis  of  what  is  required  in  physical  improvements  accompanied  by  a  cost 
estimate  that  would  return  the  105+  year  old  town  hall  building  to  an  efficient,  safe  and 
attractive  building  that  will  serve  our  community  well  for  many  years  to  come. 

At  our  March  2000  town  meeting,  an  explanation  of  the  Committee's  research, 
recommendations  and  cost  estimates  will  be  provided  to  the  assembly.  The  Committee  will 
also  provide  a  method  of  funding  for  consideration  and  vote. 

The  Committee  consisted  of  Bill  Nichols  (Chair),  David  Boule,  Bruce  Cuddihy,  Tom  Davis, 
Nina  Harding,  Eric  Tenney  (Board  of  Selectmen)  and  Bob  Edwards. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  their  valuable  suggestions  and 
constructive  comments.

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Since  1992,  Project  LIFT  has  provided  free  individualized  instruction  for  Antrim, 
Bennington,  and  Hillsboro  area  adults  who  are  over  16  and  without  a  high  school 
diploma  or  a  GED.  For  the  first  four  years  of  the  program,  from  1992- 1996,  Project  LIFT 
was  funded  through  federal  library  literacy  funds.    Funding  since  then  has  been  from  a 
combination  of  sources,  including  corporate  contributions,  grants  and  charitable 
foundations,  individual  donors,  and  town  appropriations.  It  is  anticipated  that  funding 
for  the  coming  fiscal  year,  January  1,  2000  through  December  2000,  will  once  again  rely 
on  a  variety  of  sources.  Therefore,  we  are  asking  each  town  served  by  this  grant  to 
contribute  a  proportionate  amount  to  the  continuation  of  Project  LIFT.  We  are  asking  all 
towns  within  Hillsborough  County  that  have  residents  who  have  received  educational 
services  from  Project  LIFT  to  appropriate  funds  in  support  of  LIFT  through  either  a 
warrant  article  or  a  line  item.  The  amoimt  being  requested  from  each  town  varies 
according  to  the  number  of  students  served  within  the  town. 

Since  it  began  in  1992,  Project  LIFT  has  provided  free  educational  services  to 
more  than  70  Antrim  adults.  In  the  past  year,  seven  Antrim  residents  were  involved  in 
Project  LIFT.  They  range  from  yoimg  adults  who  have  recently  left  school  to  single 
parents  with  children  who  are  working  towards  their  GED  as  a  step  towards  self 
sufficiency.  Adult  students  have  prepared  for  and  passed  the  high  school  equivalency 
(GED)  exam,  learned  English  as  a  second  language  and  experienced  substantial 
improvement  in  their  reading,  writing,  and  math  skills.  They  are  now  able  to  read  to 
their  children,  help  their  children  with  homework,  or  fimction  more  effectively  within  a 
work  environment  for  the  first  time. 

In  the  past,  Antrim  has  supported  Project  LIFT  by  providing  tutoring  space 
within  the  town  library.  Through  Project  LIFT,  the  Antrim  Library  has  increased  its 
collection  by  50  volumes  of  books,  ranging  from  basic  literacy  skiUs  through  GED 
preparation  materials.  In  addition,  town  residents  voted  to  appropriate  $2,500  for 
Project  LIFT  at  town  meetings  in  19%,  1997  and  1998.  In  1998,  Project  LIFT  requested 
funds  from  towns  for  a  fifteen  month  period  from  October  1, 1998  through  December 
31, 1999,  to  have  the  Project's  fiscal  year  coincide  with  that  of  area  towns.   As  a  result, 
there  was  no  request  at  town  meetings  in  1999. 

We  hope  that  the  town  of  Antrim  will  continue  to  support  Project  LIFT  as  it 
works  to  increase  the  skills  of  undereducated  adults.  We  are  requesting  an 
appropriation  of  $2,500  for  fiscal  year  2000.    Limited  literacy  and  educational  skills 
effect  more  than  the  individual.  They  effect  the  whole  community. 

I  have  enclosed  some  information  concerning  adult  literacy  and  Project  LEFT,  as 
weU  as  the  proposed  budget  for  fiscal  year  2000.  I  hope  you  will  continue  to  support 
Project  LIFT.  I  would  be  happy  to  meet  with  you  to  discuss  any  questions  you  may 
have.

As  you  know,  Monadnock  Family  Services  is  active  in  your  community  providing  quabty 
mental  health  services  to  all  residents  in  need.  As  part  of  this  mission,  it  is  important  to  let 
you  know  the  extent  of  our  work.  We  are  pleased  to  give  you  the  enclosed  census  report 
which  outlines  the  services  provided  to  Antrim  residents  during  the  1998/1999  fiscal  year. 

MFS  is  requesting  financial  support  to  help  underwrite  services  we  provide  to  Antrim 
residents  who  have  neither  adequate  medical  coverage  nor  a  substantial  income.  We  are 
asking  for  an  amount  equal  to  $1  per  capita  based  on  figures  from  1998  population  estimates 
from  the  NH  Office  of  State  Planning.  For  Antrim,  this  amounts  to  $2,375.00.  We  work 
continually  to  keep  our  costs  down,  and  to  identify,  whenever  possible,  alternate  sources  of 
funding  for  this  population.  Our  per  capita  request  of  $1.00  has  remained  unchanged  since 
1990. 

The  support  you  have  provided  to  MFS  in  the  past  is  deeply  appreciated,  and  we  hope  that 
our  partnership  in  caring  for  the  citizens  of  Antrim  will  continue  with  the  incorporation  of 
this  request  in  your  town's  budget. 

In  addition  to  the  census  report,  I  have  enclosed  materials  describing  services  we  provide.  If 
you  have  any  questions,  or  require  further  information,  a  representative  from  the  agency 
will  be  happy  to  speak  with  you,  or  the  Budget  Committee. 

In  light  of  the  current  pressures  and  challenges  we  aU  face  as  town  administrators,  helping 
professionals  and  private  citizens,  it  is  more  important  than  ever  that  we  work  together  for 
the  health  and  well-being  of  our  communities.
